(i) An Express Stage Carriage is a Stage Carriage plying on a route covering a distance of not less than 25 Kms

(ii) Semi-Luxury/semi-deluxe coaches are carriages fitted with foam cushions and head rest, 

(iii) Luxury/super deluxe coaches are carriages fitted with foam cushions and head rest and reclining seats 

(iv) HI-tech buses/carriages are those providing comfortable sleeping while seating for the passenger. 

IV). Luggage:- Where the weight of the luggage does not exceed 20Kgs., a luggage surcharge is payable by every 
passenger at 10 paise for every two stages or part thereof subject to a minimum of 50 paise and a maximum of Rs 3.50 
together with the passenger fares and where the weight of the luggage exceeds 20 Kgs, the freight charges shall be as 
follows:-

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V) Children: Between the age of 6 and 12 years may be charged at the adult rate of fares for journeys in luxury, super 
deluxe, Hi-tech and A/C services and at Vi the above rates for city/suburban and mofussil ordinary, express and semi¬ 
luxury coach services subject to a minimum of respective adult fares, rounding off the fare to the next higher multiple 
of 50 paise in case of suburban and mofussil ordinary services and to the next higher multiple of a rupee in case of 
remaining services. 

VI) Surcharge:- (i) As and when the rate of the HSD, oil or lubricants or rubber products, steel and wages is increased 
either by levy of excise duty or sales tax or otherwise, a surcharge on passenger fares not exceeding four paise per 
passenger Km. Subject to a minimum of 25 paise is liveable. 

(ii) For the use of Bus-station built at a cost of Rs 50 lakh or more, a surcharge not exceeding one rupee per head is 
liveable together with journey fare or separately.

Whereas, the draft of the Karnataka Animal Husbandry & Veterinary Services (Recruitment of Veterinary 
Officers) (Special Recruitment) Rules, 2012, was published as required by clause (a) of sub-section (2) of section 3 of 
the Karnataka State Civil Services Act, 1978 (Karnataka Act 14 of 1990) Notification No. AHF 94 VAH 2009, dated; 29 th 
September 2012 in Part IV-A No. 691 of the Karnataka Extraordinary Gazette dated 1“ October 2012. Inviting 
objections/suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby within fifteen days from the date of its publication 
in the Official Gazette. 

And whereas, the said Gazette was made available to the public on l“ October 2012; 

And whereas, no objections/suggestions have been received by the State Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub section (1) of section 3 read with section 8 of 
Karnataka State Civil Services Act, 1978 (Karnataka Act 14 of 1990), the Government of Karnataka hereby makes the 
following rules, namely;- 


RULES 

1. Title and commencement:- (1) These rules may be called the Karnataka Animal Husbandry and Veterinary 
Services (Recruitment of Veterinary Officers) (Special Recruitment) Rules, 2012. 

(2) These Rules shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Karnataka Civil Services (General Recruitment) Rules, 1977 or the 
Karnataka Civil Services (Direct - Recruitment by Competitive Examination and Selection) (General) Rules, 2006 or in 
the Karnataka Animal Husbandry and Veterinary Services (Recruitment) Rules, 1965, or in any other rules made or 
deemed to have been made, under the Karnataka State Civil Services Act, 1978 (Karnataka Act 14 of 1990) pertaining 
to the method of recruitment to Veterinary Officers the provisions of these rules shall apply to recruitment of 391 direct 
recruitment vacancies in the categories of posts of Veterinary officers in the Animal Husbandry and Veterinary 
Services as specified in the Schedule. 
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Provided that nothing In these rules shall apply to more than one recruitment 

2. Definitions:- (1) In these rules unless the context otherwise requlres:- 

(a) “Committee” means the State Level Selection Committee constituted under rule 3; 

(b) “Qualifying Examination” means the examination leading to a degree specified as minimum qualification for 
recruitment to the posts in the schedule 

(c) “Schedule" means a Schedule appended to these rules; 

(d) “Vacancies” mean the number of vacant posts to be filled up under these rules. 

(e) Other words and expressions used in these rules, but not defined shall have the same meaning assigned to 
them in the Karnataka Civil Services (General Recruitment) Rules, 1977. 

3. State Level Selection Committee Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in the Karnataka 
Civil Services (General Recruitment) Rules, 1977 or rules of recruitments specially made for recruitment to the 
categories of posts of Veterinary Officers, recruitment shall be made under these rules by the State Level Selection 
Committee (hereinafter referred to as Committee) consisting of the following members, namely 


(1) The Commissioner of Animal Husbandry and Veterinary : Chairman 

Services Department, Bangalore. 

(2) The Director of Animal Husbandry and Veterinary Services : Member 

Department, Bangalore. 

(3) The Commissioner of Social Welfare Department, Bangalore : Member 

or his representatives not below the rank of Joint Commissioner. 

(4) The Director of Tribal Welfare Department, Bangalore or : Member 

his representative. 

(5) The Director of Backward Classes or his representative : Member 

(6) The Director of Minority Welfare Department, Bangalore : Member 

or his representative. 

(7) The Director of Women and Children Welfare Department : Member 

Bangalore or his representative. 

(8) The Joint Director (Administration) : Member- 

Commissionerate of Animal Husbandry and secretary 

Veterinary Services, Bangalore 


4. Method of Recruitment (1) The Committee shall, after taking into consideration the vacancies to be filled 
up under these rules, advertise the vacancies in the Official Gazette specifying the conditions of eligibility, nature of 
selection, number of vacancies to be filled and classification in accordance with reservation of posts provided by or 
under any law or any order for the time being in force, invite applications from the intending candidates. Abstract of 
such advertisement shall also be published in two daily newspapers having wide circulation in the State of which one 
shall be in Kannada. 

(2) The Committee shall from among the candidates who have applied in pursuance to the publication made 
under sub-rule (1), prepare in the order of merit, a selection list of candidates eligible for appointment under these 
rules on the basis of aggregate percentage of marks secured in the qualifying examination and the reservation of posts 
provided by or under any law or any order for the time being in force. 
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(3) The number of candidates to be selected under sub-rule (2) shall be equal to the number of vacancies notified. 

(4) If the marks secured by two or more candidates is equal, then the order of merit in respect of such candidates 
shall be fixed on the basis of their age, the older in age being placed above the younger. The number of candidates to 
be included in such list of eligible candidates shall be equal to number of vacancies specified in the schedule. 

(5) The Committee shall also prepare an additional list of such of the candidates not included in the list prepared 
under sub-rule (2) The number of candidates to be included in the additional list shall be as far as possible 10% of the 
number of candidates in each of the reservation categories (horizontal and vertical) in the list under sub-rule (2). There 
shall be atleast one candidate in the additional list belonging to each of the reservation categories (horizontal and 
vertical) represented in the list under sub-rule (2). If a candidate whose name is included in the list under sub-rule (2) 
fails to report for duty within the prescribed period, to that extent a candidate belonging to the same reservation 
category as that of the candidate who failed to report for duty shall be appointed from the additional list. 

(6) The lists so prepared under sub-rule (2) and (5) shall be published in the Official Gazette and also on the 
notice board of the office of the Commissioner. 

(7) The list of candidates selected by the Committee and assigned to the appointing authority shall be valid till all 
the notified vacancies are filled or till the completion of 1 year from the date of publication of the selected list whichever 
is earlier. 

5. Appointment of candidates:- (1) Candidates whose names are included in the selection list prepared under 
rule 4 may be appointed by the appointing authority in the vacancies in the order of which their names are found in 
the list after satisfying itself after such enquiry as it may consider necessary that each of the candidates is suitable in 
all respects for appointment. 

(2) The inclusion of name of a candidate in the list published under sub-rule (7) of rule 4 shall not confer any 
right of appointment. 

6. Application of general recruitment rules:- Except in respect of matters for which provision is made in these 
rules, the provisions of the Karnataka State Civil Services (General Recruitment) Rules, 1977 for the time being in 
force, shall be applicable for the purpose of recruitment under these rules.

Explanation :- For the purpose of payment of terminal leave benefit in case of death while in service, the 
word “family” shall have the same meaning as defined in Rule 302 (i)".

6. Amendment of Rule 166:- Rule 166 of the said rules, shall be omitted.

“Explanation:- For the purpose of this rule “Temporary Service” means, the service rendered in any 
temporary post or as local candidate or service rendered on probation”

12. Amendment of Rule 292-C:- For rule 292-C of the said rules, the following shall be substituted, namely: - 

“Rule 292-C. Debarring a person from receiving gratuity:- (1). If a person, who in the event of death of 
the Government Servant, while in service or after retirement, is eligible to receive gratuity under these rules, is charged 
with the serious crime or for abetting in the commission of such a crime, the claim of such a person including other 
eligible member or members of the family to receive the gratuity, shall remain suspended till the conclusion of the 
criminal proceedings instituted against him. 

(2) If, on conclusion of the criminal proceedings referred to in clause (1) above, the person concerned:- 

(a) is convicted for the “serious crime” or abetting in the commission of such a crime, such a person shall be 
debarred from receiving gratuity, which shall be payable to the other eligible member or members of the family. 

(b) is acquitted of the charge of the serious crime, the gratuity shall be payable to such a person”. 

13. Amendment of Rule 439:- In Rule 439 of the said rules, in Note-3, the words “If he is not so released, the 
leave should be refused in the interest of public service to the extent admissible under the first proviso to rule 110” 
shall be omitted.
